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Commissioners Report 


In compliance with the Public Laws of New Hampshire we, 
the Commissioners of the County of Coos, herewith present our 
annual report for the year ending December 31, 1932. Together 
with the reports of the Treasurer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, 
Superintendent of the County Farm, House of Correction and 
Jail, Physician, Auditor, Priest and Chaplain. 


The year 1932 has been an exceedingly hard and trying one 
for Coos County. Early in the winter, owing to the crowded 
condition of the old Almshouse it became necessary to erect 
camps in the woods a few miles away, and such of the men as 
were young and able were taken there and worked in cutting 
wood for the use of the farm, and all of the fuel used the past 
year was thus obtained, and the same thing is to be done the 
coming winter. 


Late in August the new Almshouse and Hospital was com- 
pleted and for three days was thrown open for inspection and a 
large number of the citizens of the county and elsewhere availed 
themselves of this opportunity, and on August 24th the building 
was formally dedicated, many of the state and county officials 
being present. 


The County Farm continues under the efficient management 
of Mr. and Mrs. A. H. Parker as Superintendent and Matron. 
Their work has been unusually hard and difficult this year owing 
to the large number of inmates, and the moving into and equipping 
the new building, and which duties have been performed in a 
most satisfactory manner. 


Labor conditions, due to business depression for the past 
year, made it necessary for an unusually large number to call 
upon the County for help to support themselves and family, and 
has now reached that stage where it has become a serious financial 
problem. The County has received, during the past year, fifty 
thousand dollars from the Federal Government from the three 
hundred million dollars appropriated for this purpose, and but 
for the assistance received from the State through Governor 
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Winant in floating its loans, would not have been able to meet 
our obligations. 

We have tried in every way, as public servants, to protect 
the tax payers of the County in the expenditure of their money 
in caring for the poor and needy, and in this work we have been 
ably assisted in the investigating of all cases by two experienced 
field workers, whose expenses were paid by the State. Without 
this assistance we could not have properly investigated but a 
small part of the cases coming to us ior, aid, and weostecmmuae 
assistance has been rendered in but few unworthy cases, or in 
amounts beyond actual needs. 

The Commissioners wish to extend their thanks to those men 
who served with them on the Building Committee for their hearty 
cooperation with us in planning and erecting the new Almshouse 
at the County Farm in West Stewartstown. 

The Commissioners extend to every citizen and tax payer in 
the county a most cordial invitation to visit and inspect the new 
Almshouse and Hospital, and thus become better informed as to 
what is being done for the unfortunate citizens of the County. 

The Commissioners also wish to extend their thanks to all 
town and county officers, and to the various organizations who 
have in any way assisted. us in carrying on the (wore sousta.

In accordance with Chapter 30, Section 1, Public Statutes, the 
Superintendent of County Farm shall make up his report to 
January 1, annually and also Section 2, of said Chapter requires 
that the Superintendent’s report shall contain, in addition, a list 
of paupers actually supported at the Farm and the number of 
weeks each was supported, also a statement of the average cost 
per week for each pauper with an explanation of the basis upon 
which such calculations were made. 

The whole number of persons supported and partially sup- 
ported for the year ending December 31, 1932, was 309. The 
number of weeks’ board is ascertained by taking the number of 
days between the day of admittance and the day of departure of 
each individual and dividing that number by seven, which gives 
the total number of weeks each was supported. 

The whole cost of supporting paupers at the Farm for the 
year ending December 31, 1932, was $30,144.99. This sum divided 
by the whole number of weeks furnished—9,520 weeks, 3 days— 
gives $3.16 plus, as price per week. 

Old and loyal friends of the institution have manifested con- 
tinued interest in its welfare and new ones have been added to 
our welcome list of contributors to the contentment and happi- 
ness of the unfortunate and needy. Special acknowledgement is 
given Rev. Father Ramsay and the Rev. H. H. Albee, who are 
always ready and willing to care for the sick day or night; the 
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Woman’s Christian Union, the Young People’s Choir, the St. 
Joseph’s School, and the Mohawk Ice Cream Company. 

I wish to thank the employees for their kind cooperation 
and help. 

I hereby thank the County Commissioners for their kindness 
and cooperation and sound advice during the past year.

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Solicitor’s Report 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners for the 
County of Coos: 


Gentlemen: 


I beg to submit herewith my report as Solicitor for Coos 
County for the year ending December 31, 1932. The following 
is a record of criminal cases handled by my office in the Superior 
Court during that period. 


April Term, 1932 


(1) State vs. J. J. O’Connell, ten counts for embezzlement 
and false entries. Plead guilty to one count and was sentenced 
to State’s Prison at Concord for not less than two years nor more 
than four years. Committed. Other indictments continued for 
sentence and not to be printed. 

(2) State vs. Leo Belanger. Larceny of an automobile. 
Plead guilty and was sentenced to State’s Prison at Concord for 
not less than one year and one day, nor more than two years. 
Committed. 

(3) State vs. Lucien Demars. Breaking, entering and lar- 
ceny, two indictments. Plead guilty after committment for ob- 
servation at State’s Hospital,-and was sentenced to House of 
Correction for nine months. Committed. 

(4) State vs. Stanley Winner. Breaking and entering with 
intent to commit larceny. Plead guilty. Sentenced to serve three 
months in jail at West Stewartstown after having stayed in jail 
six months for indictment by Grand Jury. 

(5) State vs. Clyde Noyes. Breaking, entering and larceny. 
Plead guilty. Sentenced to serve six months in Jail at West 
Stewartstown after having served one month awaiting action by 
the Grand Jury. ’ 

(6) State vs. Claude Roby. Non-support. Plead guilty. 
Sentenced to one year in Jail at West Stewartstown, sentence 
suspended with mittimus to issue at call of Solicitor. 

(7) State vs. Doris Poirier. Two counts for forgery. Plead 
guilty. Sentenced to. one year in Jail at West Stewartstown, 
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sentence suspended with mittimus to issue at call of Solicitor, 
other count continued for sentence and not to be printed. 

(8) State vs. Edward Goudreau. Four indictments for utter- 
ing false checks. Plead guilty and was sentenced to one year 
in Jail at West Stewartstown, sentence suspended with mittimus 
to issue at call of Solicitor, after having awaited action of the 
Grand Jury for six months. The other three indictments con- 
tinued for sentence and not to be printed. 

(9) State vs. Leo Grondid. Breaking, entering and larceny. 
Plead guilty and was sentenced to one year in Jail at West 
Stewartstown, sentence suspended with mittimus to issue at call 
of Solicitor. 

(10) State vs. Theodore Turcotte. Breaking, entering and 
larceny.

As during the last yearly period, I have been called upon by 
the County Commissioners for opinions, either written or oral, 
and have taken several proceedings, at their request, to deport 
paupers. 

I have investigated each and every complaint that has been 
made to my office during the year, and I trust that my investiga- 
tions and report have been satisfactory. 

I have attended personally to each prosecution of liquor 
offences during the year and find that there is a sharp falling off 
in complaints of liquor nuisances, but I shall still attempt to en- 
force the liquor law until I know that it has been modified or 
repealed. 

During the past year, due to the good work of Sheriff Col- 
bath and his deputies, we have been fortunate in apprehending 
John Nemirow who escaped jail at West Stewartstown and was 
located at Gilman, Vermont. Extradition papers were obtained 
and he was recommitted to jail at West Stewartstown. This 
prisoner had escaped prior to my term of office. 


Recently we have been fortunate in apprehending Henry L. 
Hinton, as a result of an investigation by Deputy Sheriff Lester 
E. Moses of Lancaster, and Sheriff George A. Colbath of Berlin. 
Hinton jumped his bonds in 1928, after having been sentenced to 
State’s Prison for not less than two years nor more than three, 
for larceny, and although the authorities traced him out through 
the Middle Western States, they lost track of him when he left 
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a suicide note on the bank of a river with his clothes, stating that 
he had committed suicide. Not until recently was anything heard 
regarding this man, who had changed his name to Henry Roberts, 
and was selling cockroach powder in the city of Montreal, Canada, 
where he had been living with the exception of the first six months 
of his escape. With the assistance of the Montreal police, Hinton 
was located and after extradition papers had been forwarded to 
the Secretary of State’s office in Washington, D. C., Hinton agreed 
to return to the States without extradition, and he has been com- 
mitted to State’s Prison by Sheriff Colbath. 

I have been very fortunate in having the assistance in all of 
my investigations of a man of such high caliber as Sheriff Colbath, 
who with his very able deputies, and with the assistance of the 
police departments of the different towns and cities, has been able 
to confine crimes and offences to a minimum at a time when 
breaking and entering and petty thievery are most apt to pre- 
dominate. 

There are no civil cases pending against the County of Coos 
and at the present time I know of no claims that have been pre- 
sented against the County.
